ASPS DIRECTOR DENOUNCES IMPERIALISM'S CONTROL OF WORLD ECONOMY

[Interview with Yash Tandon, director of the ASPS [African As. *ciation of 
Political Sciences], by Jean-Clement Cangy; date and place not . .ecified] 


[Text] M. Yash Tandon, a former Ugandan minister of information during the 
regime of Godfrey Binaisa, is now the director of the African Association of 
Political Sciences at the University of Zimbabwe. The Association's aim is to 
stimulate scholars’ research in the economic, political and social fields, on 
the African continent and elsewhere, concerning the major problems confronting 
this continent. The ASPS (1) organizes conferences periodically; the next 

one will be held in Dakar, Senega:, at the be inning of 1983 (its subject: 
"The African State"); (2) carries out research projects; the most recent ones 
are about the food problem in Africa, multinationals, the new worid economic 
order, and the liberation of the southern part of Africa. The ASPS is now 
working on a project for a study of the Indian Ocean and its ,2opolitical im- 
portance. 


According to Yash Tandon, the major problems confronting Africa ca’ be summed 
up mainly as imperialism's domination of African countries. This domination is 
naturally apparent on two planes: political and economic. The two also inter- 
act. 


On the economic plane, this domination takes the form of controlling production 
and marketing. "If we consider the case of Tanzania," says Yash Tandon, "we 
see that that country has made serious efforts, since 1967, to free its econ- 
omy of imperialist control and to make it self-sufficient. And what do we find 
after 15 years? That Tanzania has not made much progress. This is due to the 
government's policies, but the main reason is that the wo:ld's economy is con- 
trolled by iaperialism, and it is not so easy to break its hold." 


On the political plane, this domination takes the form of supporting Africa's 
most backward and non-democratic trends. 


"In Uganda, as long as imperialism could make profits it supported Dada Amin, 
even if dictatorial methods were used to maintain order and stability despite 
the people's aspirations to democracy." 











[Question] Since we cannot deny the multinationals’ influence in Africa, what 
means do you think are available to African countries to break their held 
eventually? 


[Answer] In the very short term, our countries cannot afford to break all 

ties with the multinationals; to do so would be to jeopardize our economic 
growth. But in the interim we must try to develop our own talents in techni- 
cal fields, marketing, and management. At the same time, strict control should 
be exercised to prevent the outflow of profits and capital: hence the need for 
the establishment of incorruptible government. Still in the interim, we must 
also establish economic relations at the regional level. 


Finally, for the long term, we must create a "socialist system of direct pro- 
ducers who can make critical decisions about production and marketing." 


[Question] What are the chances for the establishment of a new world econom- 
ic order? 


[Answer] The expression "new world economic order” was coined by the Third 
World. The old regime is obviously unfavorable to us; it is equally obvious 
that our demands cannot be met. For capitalism {fs going through a crisis 
itself. We want better prices for our products, but international capitalism 
wants to buy our raw materials at low prices so as to reduce its production 
costs. 





"The linking will therefore not take place at the level of expression, but at 
the level of production, individual or collective." There is a precedent: 
the measures adopted by OPEC about the prices and marketing of oil. 


[Question] We note that multiparty systems are gradually disappearing from 
African politics, replaced by single parties. Is this process inevitable? 


[Answer] I do not think it is inevitable. We must remember the recent history 
of African countries. What do we find after independence? We find that many 
countries have no democratic tradition for solving their differences. Further- 
more, there is not enough pressure brought to bear by the masses in these 
~ountries demanding that parties solve their disputes democratically. In the 
absence of these two factors, when governments find themselves in conflict 

with other political organizations they resort to non-political and non- 
democratic methods: the state uses the power of the courts, the police and 
even the army. The use «.f these coercive methods prevents multiparty systems 
from flourishing, or even existing. 


[Question] Is the apartheid regime of South Africa another challenge f 7 the 
African continent? 


[Answer] One point should be stressed: the fight for the liberation of South 
Africa can only be the business of the people of that country. South Africa 
cannot be liberated from outside. So what contribution can the African coun- 
tries make to the fight for the liberation of South Africa? 














The African countries should support the liberation movements--not take their 
place--financially, morally, diplomatically, and with weapons. Second, we 
should reduce our ties with South Africa as much as possible, so as to isolate 
it. 


[Question] The Namibian problem has been with us for a long time... 


[Answer] The solution to the Namibian problem must be a political one, even 
if it comes after a violent struggle. A political balance sheet usually is a 
balance sheet of existing power relationships. Finally, war is merely 
politics using other methods. As long as the power equation is unresolved, 
war will -ontinue as a form of political struggle. War can be stopped in 
time. It seems to me that as far as Namibia is concerned, we have reached a 
point where South Africa has been forced to make certain compromises and 

SWAPO ‘s ready to negotiate certain political concessions which would allow 

it partial independence. This partial independence can be used to further the 
struggle.

FRENCH AID TO GOUKOUNI, HABRE, INTER-AFRICAN FORCE NOTED

[Excerpt] Aid from France 


Financial and military aid to Chad from France, according to the official fig- 
ures given out by the Quai d'Orsay, amounts to 63 million francs (3,150 billion 
CFA francs), half of it for Hissein Habre's team. A rather stingy contribu- 
tion when we remember the public use made of those funds, and that in any case 
Paris boasts of the continuity of its state-to-state aid. 


The Quai d'Orsay is silent about the deliveries of 250 million French francs' 
worth of heavy weapons to the GUNT [Transitional National Union Government] 
since November 1981. After an initial delivery of 40 million French francs' 
worth followed by a sudden halt, shipments started up again not two weeks be- 
fore Ndjamena fell. Those supplies often fell rapidly into the hands of the 
delighted FAN [Northern Acmed Forces]. 


At the same time, France was providing the Inter-African Force with consider- 
able logistical and materiel support, resulting a draw; it transported troops 
from Nigeria and Zaire, it outfitted the Senegalese battalion, it furnished 
weapons and uniforms, for a sum of 40 million French francs. 


One agreement included in the total 3,150-ocillion figure--which is equal to 
S00 million CFA francs--was dedicated to humanitarian action on behalf of the 
people. This bilateral aid consists of sending a Hercules-type aircraft, 
chartered out of the Cooperation Ministry budget from a privately-owned French 
company based in Bordeaux, SFAIR [expansion unknown]; the plan was to make 15 
trips between there and Chad. 


The plane, which began operating on 1 September 1982 from Ndjamena, was less of 
a worry than a military Transhall; the memory of the French presence is still 
too vivid to permit the running of such a dubious risk. Psychologically, all 
FAN fighters will tell you, they fear just two things: aviation and the Le- 
gion; and unfortunately a Transhall would have symbolized both elements of that 
dual dread simultaneously. 














The bilateral aid is being coordinated under a huge United Nations program with 
several international organizations such as the UNDRO [Office of United Nations 
Visaster Relief Coordination], the CICR [International Committee of the Red 
Cross], UNICEF, Physicians Without Frontiers and International Action Against 
-# ine (AICF). The French Hercules' 15 trips made it possible to distribute 
300 tons of millet, sorghum, edible oil and milk to the nine prefectures that 
had been declared disaster areas, where famine had begun to claim victims, es- 
pecially among children. The mission was completed on Tuesday 14 September by 
Maj Henri Laurent's crew, despite a starter breakdown /n an engine at the time 
of our return trip from Abeche to Ndjamena. 


Two Air Chad aircraft being overhauled at Brazzaville for a cost of 25 million 
CFA francs were taken over by France; they are a DC 3 and a DC 4, for which 
Paris also furnished French crews to be assigned at the discretion of the Chad- 
ian government either to the food airlift or, immediately, to reestablishing 
the domestic lines, the need for which is equally essential. 


When the new prefects were presented in the south after what might be called 
the flight of Abdelkader Kamougue, Commissioner (minister) of National Educa- 
tion Mouli Seid brought up the case of the 10,000 former French Army fighters, 
for whom Paris has always supplied pensions and retirement; at least 8,000 of 
those beneficiaries are from the south. 


But up to the end of 1981, despite ever more serious incidents, the French 
Government Paymaster's Office had maintained an office in Moundou (Western 
Logone) to take care of the former fighters. Reducing its staff, the Paymas- 
ter's Office had withdrawn to the capital, causing enormous difficulties for 
the recipients. 


Commissioner Mouli Seid moved forward a little by guaranteeing that the Fre.xch 
services would reopen their pay windows at Moundou; this shows the psycholog;- 
cal impact of an action by France, even in an area as limited as these pen- 
Sions, in the campaign of confidence undertaken by the Chadian authorities. 
Ambassador Claude Soubeste made a slight adjustment by ensuring that all the | 
amounts would be paid in Ndjamena, on the condition that the beneficiaries 
come to the capital to collect them, using his lack of personnel as an argu- 
ment. At the same time, he concluded, a rush of southerners to the capital 
would testify to a climate of confidence and a mutual desire for reconcilia- 
tion 


Goukouni's Mistakes 


It has sometimes been hastily asserted that the French government was releasing 
1 billion CFA francs a month to Goukouni Weddei's GUNT. At the French Embassy 
in Ndjamena the systematic nature of that former aid is disputed; according to 
Mr Soubeste, "limited aid" orly was granted to the GUNT, notably "in December 
1981 and January 1982." 


It would seem that Paris subsequently closed its gates, after it perceived 

that Goukouni Weddei was using its funds for purposes other than the remunera- 
tion of the 30,000 civil servants. In fact, the Chadian budget was for a long 
time stabilized at 14 billion CFA francs, Idriss Amane, the general director of 
information, told us; 10 billion of this was enough to pay all of the civil 











servants, "France's billion" therefore corresponded to the country's eclemen- 
tary budgetary needs. 


Unfortunately, Goukouni Weddei decided otherwise. In February the former head 
of the GUNT spoke publicly over the radio to request that "all civil servants 
further tighten their belts'' and make them go around their waists twice. He 
imprudently acknowledged that France had actually paid out significant sums, 
but that they had been allotted to "other needs,'"' needs that had a higher pri- 
ority than the wages of administration clerical workers and managers. 


This ill-considered and explicit acknowledgment that public funds had been mis- 
appropriated set the civil servants permanently against Goukouni Weddei; in 
February the point of no return was crossed. A young administration clerk con- 
fided to us, "In fact, what Goukouni wanted was the death of the civil ser- 
vants! He was pushing us into returning to agriculture, which would have stop- 
ped the wheels of government completely!" 


Monumental errors of this kind are unforgivable in a cuuntry where 30,000 civ- 
1i servants live in a symbiotic relationship with 150,000 or 200,000 other 
persons, in accordance with intrinsic rules of community and familial solidari- 
ty. Understanding the vital importance of such a freeze, Hissein Habre's re- 
gime began in September to pay July wages to the civil servants, ministry by 
ministry. ; 


The great majority of the administration's clerical employees had lived through 
seven months without pay, and this was the best news of the year, exceeding in 
importance all of the vict ~- communiques. 


By the end of September, we wer« told in Ndjamena, August wages will have been 
paid to those who were entitled to them before the permanent normalization. 
Where the funds are to come from, however, is still a sizable question mark. 


One thing is certain: the French government is not contributing specific bud- 
getary aid to Chad. In his press conference of 2 September 1982, Minister of 
Cooperation Jean-Pierre Cot said, "As to Chad, we have not abolished budgetary 
aid, since we have no budgetary aid."" France is trying to adjust its effort 
toward this country "for the better, in terms of Chad's needs, the Chadian econ- 
omy and putting its administration in order again." 


In addition to the humanitarian action (the airlift by SFAIR's Hercules), they 
are talking about repairing the capital's roads, developing river traffic, 
straightening out the administrative potential (radio, telecommunications, 
water, electricity, nealth), reviving the rural sector. The $30,000 (10.5 mil- 
lion CFA francs) that are indispensable for restarting the 25-ton ferry are 
slow in coming; fortunately the 35-ton ferry, which was repaired with gifts 
from the EEC and the AICF, continues to carry on between Ndjamena and Kousseri, 
the Cameroon bank. 


Political Realism 


Outside of the list of France's limited actions on Chad's behalf in the area of 
material and financial assistance and the constant leitmotif according to which 














the Chadian problem must be settled between Chadians, no more precise defi- 
nition of French policy in Chad need be expected. Fraiice is walking on eggs; 
it must not be forgotten that the deliveries of weapons for Goukouni Weddei 
(or for GUNT, if you preter) were not stopped until 12 days before the fall of 
Ndjamena. This is a thorn in France's strategy which still causes it trouble- 
some shooting pains vis-a-vis Hissein Habre. 


In Ndjamena, in any case, the prevailing impression among Chadian au.s;ncrities 
is that Paris is still holding back, as if it did net believe in a total, ir- 
reversible victory of the Northern Armed Forces. This wait-and-see policy ir- 
ritates the CCFAN [Northern Armed Forces Command Council] to the utmost, while 
ceyort advances have not been lacking since the fall of Ndjamena; two highly- 
placed Chadian emissaries have been received in Paris, with no great results, 
it is believed. 


What is most surprising to the observer of relations between France and Chad is 
Hissein Habre's ability to forget. Paris basically played the OAU card with 
Goukouni Weddei, obviously underestimating the FAN's recuperative powers; its 
fighters, who deny having received "a single bullet or a single penny" from 

the United States and its African allies (including Egypt and the Sudan), have 
fought their way back again in praiseworthy fashion. 


Not to mention that the cotton lobby of the French Textile Company, a partner 
of the semi-private Chad Cotton Company, has continued throughout the years a 
separatist policy conducted by Col Kamougue by trampling under “oot any vague 
desire for unification or reconciliation. Part of the press hes existed in a 
climate of indoctrination, perhaps without realizing it; it takes courage to 
say so. 


In the face of all these attempts to trip him up, what are Hissein Habre and 
the FAN Command Council doing? They are asking France to help him rebuild, as 
a true partner, equal to equal, while forgetting the past. Hissein Habre, an 
intransigent nationalist, nevertheless wants to keep his borders open to co- 
operation, excluding no one (his telegrams to Mu'ammar Qadhdhafi are proof of 
this), with no complication. Before long we will be writing: behold a re- 
markable lesson in political realism.

l Text_/ Dear fellow citizens, I feel a certain sense of satisfaction in speak- 
ing to you today about the progress made in asserting our special characteris- 
tics on this festival day that all the faithful await with impatience, for in 
these circumstances they feel very close to God. 


Five years do not amount, certainly, in the life of a nation, toa very signifi- 
cant passage of time, except, as is the case for all of us, if shat is involved 
is the first 5 years of freedom concluding with perfect results. 


I know that some ill-disrosed individuals will not share this appraisal, and I 
only need as an example the recent attack committed against our country by some 
chronic malcontents passing through. 


Let them have the satisfaction of having succeeded, under pretext of informa- 
tion, in misleading a tiny part of the pcpulation of a country that we are 
proud to count in the chief rank of.our friends. 


Let. us rejoice in the return among us of a part of our youth, which had been 
misled by false promises in earliertimes, and of some less young, whose situ- 
ation will become definite after completion of the investigation into each 
case which is in progress. 


Let us rejoice in the results of the Fez summit meeting; they bring hope, and 
resulted to a large extent from our republic's effort toward unification of 
ideas among members of the League, about which I already told you upon my 
returm from the previous trip to the Moroccan metropolis. 


This joyful day must also be the occasion for expressing resolutions and advice. 


The results which have been achieved cannot be claimed by just a fraction of 
our community, either the government or any other organization: they are the 
outcome of the efforts of all components of the nation, supported by our friends, 
both close and distant. 
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The satisfaction must be shared, and the principles that made it possible, 
sustained and if need be, strengthened. 


By that I mean that marshalling of the nation must continue, especially through 
rapprochement around the People's Rally for Progress, a forum open to all citi- 
zens, whatever their way of thinking might be; thus making it possible to ex- 
press various ideas, that are, moreover, enriching, in most cases. 


As we start upon the second period of our history, i intend to affirm our men- 
bership in regional, continental, and intercontinental organizations. 


One of these, which is incidentally the one closest to us, the OAU, is experi- 
encing some problems that are unknown to us, and which for the most part, do 
not originate from the people. 


Thus it is a question of momentary ph “omena that ought not to persist, if, as 
is appropriate, a reconciliation of the conflicting viewpoints is initiated, 
for our position with respect to the African organization is still consoneat 
with the attitude tiat we elected to take, after the unfortunate incident in 
Addis Ababa. 


Tnere exist, however, some situations that are more disquieting, and th most 
critical one seems to be that of our Palestinian brothers, whose suffering is 
still going on; our prayer today will be offered on their behalf, with the 
hope that a solution will be arrived at very soon, so that the massacres and 
persecution that are destroying them will cease. 


But though we can mention some reasons for satisfaction, it must not be forgot- 
ten that our needs have only been partially met, and somewhat scantily; the 
enterprise must continue with the heightened determination to correct: certain 
blameworthy habits that tend to become engrained: the harm that they are doing 
is already considerable, and not fighting them .mounts to encouraging them. 


It goes without saying that our party's intervention will be determinative in 
the return to moral health, and the selfish motivation of delinquents is likely 
to prove dangerous. 


Let all our faces glow with joy this day; may God be with us in the trials that 
we shall have to face, and our courage will do the rest. 


A happy festival day to all, and long live the Republic of Djibouti.

and honorary consuls, represe:vatives of organized civilian, military, and re- 
ligious bodies, judge of customary law, distinguished citizens, iadies and 
gertlemen: The period:‘of the first 5 years of Djibouti's independence recent- 
ly came to an end, and I am taking advantage of the festival of Eid al Adhar 
to express to all our guests, who are also our friends, Djibouti's joy in hav- 
ing completed this period, with their aid, the help of God, and the persever- 
ance of its citizens, more than ever determined to asset their personality. 


On this festival day, my thoughts also turn to all the unfortunate people of 
the earth who are not always responsible for their - ffering, and I express 
the hope, for their sake, of an appeasement of the passions that set men against 
each other on every continent, and I will make a point of not omitting to evoke 
the recent massacres perpetrated within the camps of our Palestinian brothers, 
in Lebanon, an act of violence that we have already denounced and that only 
adds to our determination to work for the freedom of that martyred people. 


With the occupation of Lebanon, escalation of aggression in the Middle East 
continued; however, a solution could result from the proposals set forth at the 
Fez summit meeting, for the support 0” which / proposals / I appeal to the 
great powers. 


Peace cannot be a matter for just a few, and in particular requires, for its 
restoration, the commitment of those who have the resources and the will to 
enforce it. 


By calling pon members of the Arab League for greater solidarity among them- 
selves as soon as the conference began, I believe that I made more apparent to 
the conference the need to resume its previous deliberations, adjourned a few 
months earlier in the same city. 


Here we are, already involved in a new period of ordeals of which we shall eval- 
uate the outcome after a period equal to that which has just passed; we shall

have to do more and better, which will require intensified joint efforts. 


We know *“at we can count on the encouragement of the friendly c~untries that 
have © #2 supportive of us so far, .ad we feel sure that we shall find in them 
Lhe .ssaerstanding indispensable for the settlement of the difficulties likely 
to hinder our progress. 


Strengthened by hese assurances, it will be incumbent upon all the citizens 
of Djibouti to become boldly enterprising, which can only be done amid unity, 
fraternity, and morality, virtues whose cultivation has been entrusted to the 
People's Rally for Progress, the expression of the will of the people. 


The government will give its support to the enterprise of improving morals and 
attitudes, and the whole nation will be called upon to give its assent to this 
policy, whose results will be reflected upon the faces of those who surround 
us and observe us. 


Esteem results from dignity; by increasing it to our advantage, we shall have 
won the second victory, the most important after that of 27 June 1977: a vic- 
tory over ourselves, despite tendentious verdicts of the sort that ‘ranspire 
from a recent reportage about our covntry, and which we feel deep! as a veri- 
table attack. 


Today let us celebrate with our friends the return of this season of the year 
by assuring them of our friendship and by expressing the wish that God will 
bring them the joys that they hope for from living as our neighbors.

AMBASSADOR REFUTES ACCUSATIONS OF MILITARISM, REPRESSION 
Djibouti LA NATION DJIBOUTI in French 30 Sep 82 p. 3 


/ Text of letter by Djibouti ambassador to Paris sent to editors in chief of 
Frenchnewspapers on 8 September 1982 after television program broadcast 


/ Text_/ In our issue of last 16 September, under wae title 
"Is Djibouti Really a. Republic in Uniform?" we reproduced for 
our readers the most significant reactions that reached us 
after the broadcast by a French television network of a ten- 
dentious "documentary" about Djibouti. The French press had 
run a lot of news items_at tic time announcing the broadcast, 
which was aired by TF / French Television_/ 1 on Wednesday, 

8 September at 2030 hours, and our colleague from LE MONDE, 
Philippe Lecraene had even particularly recommended it to his 
readers that same day in a notice entitled "Djibouti or Demo- 
cracy in Question." However, hardly any French newspapers 
have condescended to report the letter that our ambassador in 
Paris sent to the representatives of the French press as a 
whoie immediately after the showing of the film to protest 
against the broadcast. 


In the letter, our representative, while stating that he did 
not want to start a controversy over the telecast "Djibouti 
in Uniform" and referring to the problem of the ratio of 
strength between the North and the South in precisely the 
case of information (an issue that deserves some serious 
thought, since we have just had an experience in that con- 
nection) energetically chaldenges, among other things, the 
presentation made by its producers of President Gouled's po- 
litical action, and expresses surprise over their choice of 
Ahmed Dini as their principal source of information. 


Editor: You will probably not be surprised that it is the duty of the Repub- 
lic of Djibouti's ambassador to France to write you these few lines after the 
broadcast devoted to it by "TF 1's Wednesday Information Program" under the 
title "A Republic in Uniform." 


Yet it is not my purpose to start a controversy with Mr Honorin; we will let 
him take responsibility for his television show, especially since colonial 
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occupation got. us into the habit of contempt for specialists in African exoti- 
cism, on the one hand, and on the other, it is up to the French public to de- 
cide whether it ought to divest itself of all critical sense in the face of 
the powerful tool for misinformation that television. can be. 


We do not think it possible that in France, no truth, no reality, can stand up 
to an authoritarian system of a well made picture show. But that is a French 
problem that is nothing to do with us. 


Yet it is the duty of the representative of a small country not to neglect an 
issue that touches on the very nature of North-South relations in the informa- 
tion area: under international law, what ethic, what juridical regulations can 
protect such a country from the political aggression of which it is the object 
because of the authority of the televised creation of one of the big networks 
with a worldwide audience? 


This problem of the relationship of strength between the North and the South 

is all the more interesting in that in the present case it arises between two 
countries that have privileged friendly relations and which, whatever the ups 
and downs of past relations may have been, can be proud to have worked together 
since 1977 to maintain the hope of peace and restored stability in a region 
temporarily taxed by war and the conflicts of economic and strategic interest 
of the great powers. 


Pending the solution of this problem, my embassy has neither the desire nor the 
means for a propaganda service. So it will make do with suggesting a simple 
examination of the facts to present the opposite view to that of the pictured 
assertions. 


So Djibouti is a "Republic in Uniform," whereas it is one of the few African 
countries still ruled by civilian authority, and where there exists no milita- 
ry jurisdiction? 


Is President Gouled a dictator, when in 5 years of independence no death penal- 
ty has been pronounced, and not a single political prisoner exists? 


Is it responsible to raise the specter of a clandestine opposition, when ‘e 
leader of that opposition freely expresses himse!f in public, before a forvign 
television invited in by the government, in buildings which he owns and of which 
he collects the administrative income, and when he travels at will along with 
other journalists? 


Can one talk about the creation of another "Cayenne" (?) in a country doomed 

by its climate to hunger and thirst, snd criticize its president for using his 
political funds for the hard and costiy task of creating an agriculture suited 

to the food needs of the population, rather than using them for vile purposes 

or deposits in Swizerland, and when the people who work in it do so willingly, 
are paid, and, scandal of scandals for the o: ‘ion, are starting to eat before 
they work? 


Can Djibouti be presented as a huge torture camp, because a handful of foreign- 
armed opponents tried, at the start of independence, to repeat the colonialist 
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enterprise of tribal confrontations, using terrorism, murder, and oombings, 
and thus did in fact provoke brutal reactions thav were quickly controlled 
hy the central civilian authorities? 


These opponents, now crowding into our embassies to return home, would they 
be doing so if they were not sure of finding there freedom and safety that 
they do not always have abroad? 


Is Djibouti not a democracy, because refusing temporarily partisan institu- 
tions in the handsofa few elite groups that go around the embassies and 
risk involving it in the conflicts that are plunging the Horn of Africa into 
bloody violence, it preferred the prior establishment of a free democratic 
debate within a political organization open to all and in which free expres- 
sion of multiple trends is guaranteed by law? 


One only has to attend district meetings or read National Assembly debates to 
realize that a democracy can be built without recourse to the prefabricated 
elements of western institutions. 


On this subject the colonial experience taught us that human rights and democ- 
racy were not gifts but a hard-earned product of history. That history is not 
constructed on the Parisian Left Ban’: but on our wind- and sun-burned land, 
that still, however, manages to take in 35,000 refugees, or, in proportion for 
France, over 9 million men, women, and children who have come to find peace 
and liberty here, without Lebanizing us in the process. 


If that peace is of no interest to certain French people, it is probably be- 
cause they prefer to save their emotion retrospectively for peoples which 
have rot managed to avoid the misfortunes of war. 


As for the people of Djibouti, they will at least have the pride of being the 
sole authors of their success or their failure, without cwing anything to ‘he 
talented representatives of Jittle Parisian think factories wncose vision does 
not extend beyond their own tribal limits. 


Very obviously, sir, you are not obliged to take the remarks of an ambassador 
as being true. 


I therefore reiterate, on behalf of my government, the assurance that w are 
prepared to receive any journalist who would care to come and see for himself 
on site our efforts to build up our unity, our economic anc. political indepen- 
dence, within the framework of the difficult convention of domestic democracy 
and international neutrality. 


He will be given the benefit of che same facilities and freedoms as Mr Honorin. 
Moreover, we are enclosing for you a brief bibliographic note that will enable 
you to appreciate that the same single reality may be viewed through filters 
other than those of the Wednesday Information programs. 


I do not know whether your editorial restrictions permit you to publish the 
text of my letter as counterpoint to 50 minutes of televised magazine program 
aired during prime viewing time. 

In any case, I thank you for whatever you may be able to do to help in pro- 
viding better infornation about our republic. I am, sir, very respectfully 
yours.

NEW CONSTITUTION SAID TO INSTITUTIONALIZE DICTATORSHIP 
Dakar AFRICA in French No 144 Oct 82 p 38 


[Text] Three years after it separated from the Macias Nguema government, the 
regime of Col Teodoro Obiang Nguema has just adopted a new constitution, which 
it submitted to the people for "evaluation" via referendum. The results--99 
percent yes--are significant and expressive of the continuity of the dictator- 
ship, even though it is wearing new clothes. 


It is far from certain that the new institutions wi’* be able to guarantee for 
the Equatorial Guinean people “respect for human rights and the beginning of a 
political expression in the nation." 


In fact, the "fundamental charter" was approved in the absence of any author- 
ized opposition and was not writte« as claimed by the Equatorial Guinean head 
of state, by a commission made up of the country's diverse ethnic groups; on 
the contrary, it was written by a group of veterans of the Macias Nguema era, 
including Nko Ivassa, the finance minister under both regimes. 


In some of its provisions, in fact, the charter institutionalizes the dictator- 
ship. One additional clause, for example, states that Obiang Nguema, the au- 
thor of the "glorious" coup d'etat of 3 August 1979, is to be the president of 
the Republic for the next seven years, after which Article 89, which sets the 
conditions for presidential elections, will be in effect. A better example is 
another provision that refuses eligibility for official office to any candidate 
who has not resided in Equatorial Guinea for ten consecutive years--a very ar- 
bitrary and anti-democratic measure when we remember that 120,000 Equatorial 
Guineans, fleeing from terrorism under Macias (the figure includes nearly all 
of the intelligentsia) chose exile, where most of them are still to be found. 


The nature of the regime, which is still dictatorial, does not, however, seem 
to bother Western investors. Twenty-nine countries, including Socialist France 
and Spain (which is a former colonial power), have seen fit to spend a total of 
31 billion CFA francs for the purpose of reviving the country's economy, which 
wes totally devastated when Macias Nguema was overthrown. For its part, the 
International Monetary Fund is disposed to lend some 21 billion CFA francs to 
Equatorial Guinea. International aid to Col Obiang's regime could increase 
over the short term to about 52 billion CFA francs.

PORTUGUESE DAILY REPORTS MORE AID ASKED

[Text] The Guinean official journal NO PINTCHA suggests in its latest 
issue that Portugal "forget for the moment the debts" of Guinea Bissau 


and grant it "massive aid" on the basis of preferential relations without 
mutual interest [as published]. 





On over half the front page and under the headline highlighting the 
meetings of the joint commissions on cooperation with Portugal taking 
place in Bissau, the same journal states that "Portugal will have to 
conduct a realistic analysis (of Portuguese-Guinean relations)," "so as 
to make possible the creation of an economic dynamic which will certainly 
increase the market for Portuguese products, averting the foreseeable 
strangulation of small Portuguese firms, which do not have much chance 
against ihe EEC's monopolist or oligopolist colossuses." 


After stating that "since 1974 relations with the Portuguese have been 
governed by frank and to some extent dynamic cooperation" and that 
"Portugal has responded positively to requests," the organ of the Guinean 
Ministry of Information and Culture maintains that "Portugal can and 
should do more" for Guinea Bissau, arguingto this end that "Portugal has 
historical responsibilities for the socioeconomic development" of that 
country, which "cannot be viewed by the Portuguese leaders as just another 
country with which to cooperate." 


Next it emphasizes that "in order to emerge from the difficult situation 
in which it finds itself, our economy needs massive aid which will make 
it possible to invest profitably in various sectors and thus create 
infrastructures necessary to the developmental dynamic." 


Later, it says that "Portugal, despite its problems, is in a position to 
help us, but it must be aid with long-term repayment, otherwise the process 
of accumulation will be difficult." 


While identifying the priority field of "serding consumer goods" to rebuild 
stocks, with the consequent "stimulatory role in the economy" of Guinea, 
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NO PINTCHA emphasizes that "the Portuguese presence is also welcome" in 
the field of foreign capital investments. 


The newspaper also states that the free zone ["zcaa franca," possibly 
misprint for "zona do franco"--"franc area"] is "the main and real oppo- 
nent," since it is to the neighboring countries that much of Guinea 
Bissau's agricultural output escapes clandestinely, and so it wonders 
about the possibility of being on the "threshold of an Escudo area."

STEPS TO BE TAKEN AGAINST ARMED BANDITS

[Text] Mozambique and its neighbors are to take steps to stop the infil- 
tration of armed bandits sent by South Africa to disrupt the economic 
development of the independent countries of the region. 


Foreign Minister Alberto Chissano, who visited Malawi for talks with 
officials there last week, said South Africa's undeclared war against 
Mozambique is affecting the whole region. He was referring to attacks 
on railways and roads which link landlocked countries to Mozambique's 
Indian Ocean ports. 


The minister said South Africa was infiltrating the bandits into Malawi, 
Zimbabwe and Zambia, from where they carry out raids into Mozambique. 

He said it was not the case that the governents of these countries 
wanted these bandits on their soil any more than the Mozambican govern- 
ment wanted them to be infiltrated into Mozambique. 


Mr Chissano said Mozambique had discussed the matter with Malawi and 
the other countries involved, and he added, as we have a common goal to 


cooperate in every field, we will take steps in order to finish with 
this situation.

SHAGARI GIVES BUDGET ADDRESS AT NATIONAL ASSEMBLY 
AB0O31327 Lagos Domestic Service in English 0928 GMT 3 Nov 82 


[Nigerian President Shehu Shagari's budget address to the National Assembly 
on 3 November--live ] 


[Excerpts] Mr President of the Senate, Mr Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, distinguished Senators and honorable memb2rs: Today, I present 
to this joint session of the National Assembly the federal government 
budget proposals for the year 1983. This is the fourth budget of the 
second republic being placed before you in good time to enable you [words 
indistinct]. 


Permit me to begin by discussing briefly the world economic situation 
[words indistinct]. There is no country in the world today that is not 
grappling (?with these economic difficulties). In Japan, the budget deficit 
for the 1982 fiscal year is put at over $60 million--$20 million above 

that which the government of that country budgeted for. In the United 
Kingdom, taxes have suddenly been increased from 34.4 percent to 39 percent 
since 1980. Thus, the spending power of the citizens of that country has 
been severely reduced in order to sustain thcir ailing economy. In the 
United States of America, unemployment has risen to more than 10 percent 
(?which is) said to be the highest level reached for more than 4 decades. 
West Germany has 8.2 percent unemployment rate while in France it is 8.6 
percent. In Italy, the figure is 10.4 percent. [Passage indistinct] 


Our external reserve position is 1.5 billion naira as against 2.6 billion 
in the previous year. Turning to the area of public finance, for the year 
1982 the revised retained federal government revenue is estimated at (76.8) 
billion naira. [Passage indistinct] The revenue expectation for 1983 

has taken into consideration international as well as domestic factors 

that are crucial in the production and sale of crude oil. Even though 

the estimate of the total world oil demand in 1983 has shown a slight 
improvement over the 1982 estimate, it is pertinent to stress that the 

oil glut is not yet over. Consumers continue to intensify their efforts 
to find alternative sources of energy. 


I introduced a number of measures to [words indistinct]. I am pleased to 
say that these measures are yielding effective results. Already, imports 
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are down bv 20 percent and the indications are that they will go down 
further by the end of the year. Furthermore, there is an encouraging 
indication that the business community is beginning to enjoy the benefits 
of businesses. Also, it is hoped that the measures will lead to the 
mobilization of domestic savings, investment, reduction in the rate of 
inflation and substantial improvement in the balance of payment position. 
Ultimately, we expe.t these measures to produce a growth rate of not less 
than 3 percent in the gross domestic product and an increase of 9 percent 
in our external reserves. 


Now let us look at what may be in store for us for the coming year, 1983. 
For the first 9 months of this year, our average monthly foreign exchange 
earning was 826.4 million naira. Based on our projected external reserves 
positions at 1.1 billion by the end of 1982 fiscal year and our objective 
of increasing this figure by about 900 million, we estimate we will end 
the year, 1983, with an external reserve figure of 2 biliion naira but our 
nation's foreign exchange budget for 1983 amounts to 7.2 billion naira 
which will give an average monthly disbursement of 600 million naira. 

At this point, let me say that it has come to our knowledge that some banks 
outside Nigeria are involved in an illegal trafficking of our currency. 
As you are all aware, the naira has been egistered with the International 
Monetary Fund, IMF, as a nonconvertible currency. This being the case, we 
regard such acts as unfriendly and it is most unfortunate that some of our 
trading partners should remain indifferent when their banks openly engage 
in such unholy currency business. Necessary directives have been issued 
to appropriate government departments fcr a speedy action to arrest the 
situation. I would, however, readily admit that illegal transfer of large 
sums of Nigerian currency cannot take place without the active connivance 
of some unpatriotic Nigerians. It is distressing to note that this prac- 
tice, which is a serious threat to the external value of the naira, is 
committed not by the ordinary people of this country but by those who, 
strangely enough, stand to reap greater benefits from a healthier economy. 
[Applause] These myopic people should know that we cannot have an effec- 
tive ethical revolution which is not based on improved commercial ethic. 
Our efforts toward speedy economic recovery demand that we should have 
this improvement. I therefore call upon all patriotic Nigerians to give 
their full cooperation to this crusade so that we can eliminate this evil 
act and also track down the culprits. 





I have followed with keen interest the ongoing debate on the devaluation 
of the naira. I am convinced thac given the present structure of the 
Nigerian economy, which depends largely on one export commodity on the 
one hand and places heavy reliance on imports of capital goods and raw 
materials on the other, devaluation will not be in the best interest of 
the economy. [Applause] I therefore wish to state without any equivoca- 
tion that under the present circumstances, this administration has no 
intention of devaluing the naira. [Applause] 
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[ now wish to touch upon the subject of monetary and banking policy. In 
1983, our aim will be to achieve improvement in the balance of payments, 
stimulate domestic production and further reduce the rate of price infla- 
tion. We also intend to mobilize domestic saving in order to give more 
encouragement to domestic investment. This administration will ensure 
that adequate credit is provided to accommodate necessary and sustainable 
of the economy. Credit guidelines will continue to be used to channel 
bank credits to the more productive sectors of the economy, including 
agriculture, manufacturing, mining, public utilities, transportation and 
communications (?sectors). To bring about relief to small and medium- 
scale industrialists and business entrepreneurs, government has decided 
to reduce the prevailing interest rate by 1 percentage point with effect 
from first of December 1982. [Applause] 


In order to achieve our objective of rural development and to check the 
trend of rural and urban migration, banks have been directed to lend a 
minimum of 30 percent of the deposits collected in their rural branches 
to customers in those rural areas. 


Our efforts to expand banking facilities in the country will continue. 

In this connection, may I express my satisfaction with the continued 
confidence which investors--both foreign and indigenous--have shown in 
the future of this country, as indicated by the numerous applications 

for permission to establish banking institutions in Nigeria? This is a 
clear evidence that in spite of the current world-wide recession, Nigeria's 
economy has shown remarkable capacity to absorb shock and accommodate 
growth. In the banking sector, for example, this year the government has 
granted licenses to five new banks and approval has also been given to 
nine others which will start operation 1s soon as they have complied with 
the laid-down conditions. Additionally, “8 new branches of commercial 
banks have been opened bringing the total number of branches to 917. Of 
this number, 273 are located in the rural areas, all of which were opened 
under the government's rural banking program. 


Mr President of the Senate, Mr Speaker: I am sure most people are con- 
vinced of the sincerity of this administration in its efforts to improve 
the lot of Nigerian workers. Recently, approval was given to implement 
the 1980-1982 incomes policy guidelines on wages and salaries in the 
public sector. The provisions of the guidelines have largely been imple- 
mented in the private sector during the last 2 years. Government has also 
taken decisions on the reports of the Kuti commission on universities and 
of the (Onodude) commission on parastatals and government-owned companies. 
The Kuti report has already been implemented while experts are further 
examining various issues arising from the (Onudede) report to work out 
modalities for the implementation of those aspects of the report accepted 
by the government. However, it must be emphasized that tne implementation 
of the recommendations in the report must be taken as a package and not 
combined with salaries and the wages alone. While government has set up 

a machinery to deal with the salaries and wages, the management and staff 
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of institution at’ected should now direct their attention toward imple- 
menting those recommendations which concern efficient resources of manage- 
ment. This should be with particular reference to manpower and capital 
which would lead to increase productivity so as to justify whatever increases 
in salaries and wages that may be approved. 


The present state of our ecc:omy demands that all patriotic citizens should 
be more concerned about hov :o help the economy by improving productivity. 
In this regard, I would like to place on record my appreciation for the 
restraint which the labor union has generally exercised in these difficult 
times. [Applause] I hope they will continue to maintain this sense of 
responsibility while the economy is undergoing the process of adjustment. 
In order to streamline existing guidelines on adjustment of income, the 
life span of the 1980-1982 incomes policy guideline should be extended to 
1983. However, normal annual increment based on merit and performance 
will continue to be allowed. 


As I observed in my budget speech last year, there is an increasing need 
to educate the consumers on prices. One of the ways by which we have 
attempted to realize this objective is throu,. prices advertisement in 
the incomes policy guidelines for 1982. It was made mandatory for all 
advertisements in the media to carry the exact prices of good and service 
to which they relate. 


There has been a large measure of compliance to this guideline, but more 
can be done. In 1983, therefore, penalties will be imposed on those who 
cause any advertisement to be placed in any media without indicating the 
current price of each item being advertised. [Applause] The new media 
industry and advertizing agencies have a significant role to play in this 
regard. They can help to ensure compliance. 


Let us now turn our attention to the sphere of revenue: the estimated 
federal collected revenue for 1983 is 9.037 billion naira, out of which 

a sum of 0.982 billion will accrue exclusively through the federal govern- 
ment. The balance of 8.325 billion will be transferred to the federation 
account in accordance with section 149-1 of the constitution. Based on 
the revenue allocation formula, the share of the federal government from 
the federation account is 4.578 billion naira while the states and local 
governments will have 2.913 billion and 0.832 billion naira respectively. 
When account is taken of the independent revenue of the federal govern- 
ment, the total revenue estimate for 1983 is 5.561 billion. 


With regard to the nonoil revenue estimates, the series of monetary and 
fiscal measures taken by the government under its economic stabilization 
temporary act-1982, which involves placing restrictions on imports, are 
bound to affect the level of revenue from import duties. The need to 
justify our revenue sources and to be less dependent on oil is now becoming 
urgent. Accordingly, a new policy aimed at obtaining revenue from para- 
statals engaged in substantial economic activities will be implemented in 
1983. [Applause]

As you know, before *he days of oil boom, agriculture was our major foreign 
exchange earner. . ~ green revolution program is designed, among other 
things, to res.ore to Nigeria this avenue of foreign earner. With respect 
to recurrent expenditure of the federal government, the estimated figure 

is 3.435 billion naira. Compared with the approved figure of 3.474 billion 
in 1982, there is a decrease of 39.79 million naira. This decrease not 
oaly shows that this administration is conscious of the need to live within 
our av ilable resources, but also demonstrates a positive response to a 
number of measures introduced since Septruber 1981. 





In addition to this estimated recurrent expenditure of 3.435 billion, con- 
solidated revenue fund charges amounting to 1.4 billion naira are antici- 
pated. On the capital expenditure side of the estimate, the estimated 
figure for the financial year 1983, is 7.22 billion naira. But only 2.136 
million is available for transfer fron the consolidated revenue fund to 
t* > development fund for capital projects. Thus, it is expected that 1.3 
-ailion naira and 3.02 billion will come from internal and external loans 
respectively. The receipts from these resources will not be adequate for 
funding the capital expenditure; hence 20 percent of the estimated capital 
expenditure will be reserved. However, part or all of the amount so 
reserved will be dereserved for expenditure if the revenue position improves 
substantially during the year. 


I must now touch, at this juncture, upon the subject of importation of 
motor vehicles, machinery and equipment. This administration has viewed 
with great concern the proliferation over the last 2 decades of various 
brands and models of motor vehicles, machinery and equipment imported into 
this countrv. It has also observed with equal concern the associated 
problems vith regard to the supply of spare parts and accessories required 
for theix proper maintenance. This situation has an adverse effect on the 
industrial ase well as the serv.ices sector of the economy. 


In order tu save the nation from continuing to be a dumping ground for all 
sorts of motor vehicles, machinery and equipment, government has decided 
to standardize on the brand of vehicles to be imported. The basic objec- 
tive of this measure is to ensure that this country imports vehicles, 
~achinery and equipment that would facilitate its economic development 

by first providing readily available skills for maintenance of the stan- 
daruized equipment [words indistinct] and manufactured in Nigeria. 


Earlier, I tad expressed my appreciation for the cooperation this adminis- 
tration has received from labor. Let me assure them once more of our 
determined efforts to stimulate the economy sc as to create more jobs for 
the people. However, faced as Nigeria is with a declining oil revenue 

and the consequent reduction in public expenditure, it became inevitable 
io impose temporary freeze on employment in the public service. I know 
what this meant to those coming out of colleges and universities. They 
had their fair shares of the problems facing our country and indeed the 
world. After due consideration, government is now decided to lift the 











embargo on employment. [Applause] In addition, it has been decided to 
strengthen ard widen the functions of employment exchanges and the national 
manpower board so as to make it possible for them to check indiscriminate 
retrenchment, to stabilize labor turnover and to facilitate the employment 
of more Nigerians. To this end, I intend to present a bill shortly to 

the National Assembly for your consideration. 


Having discussed at some length the general economic situation and trend 

in Nigeria and the world ana anaving also given you the anticipated finan- 
cial picture for the year to come, I want to highlight some sectors and 
problems of this administration beginning, of course, with the green revolu- 
tion. [Applause] Time and again, we have reiterated our determination 

to make Nigeria self-sufficient in food production. We have, to this end, 
significantly increased the supply of agricultural inputs such as fertil- 
izers, improved seeds, insecticides, herbicides and equipment to farmers. 
These inputs are making the desired impact on specific programs for boosting 
the production of rice, maize, cassava, guinea-corn, etc. Also, efforts 

of the river basin authority in bringing thousands of hectares of hitherto 
uncultivated land under productive use are yielding positive results. 


In the area of livestock, emphasis on the development of grandparent stock 
for domestic production of day-old chicks will continue, likewise the 
establishment of grazing reserves for nomadic cattle herdsmen and local 
production of livestock feed. The fishing terminals under construction 

in Ondo, rivers and cross river states will be commissioned in 1983. 

This will certainly considerably increase the supply of proteins to our 
citizens. 


Along with the foregoing, this administration is pursuing a gigantic arid 
zone afforestation program. In this connection, over 10 million seedlings 
are produced every year for the establishment of shelter belts in the 

arid zones of the country. This priority program will be expanded and 
pursued with increased vigor in the 1983 financial year. Our ultimate 
aim is to phase out food importation through self-sufficiency as quickly 
as possible. Toward the attainment of this objective, a sum of 1.19 
billion naira is allocated to the agricultural sector in 1983. This 
represents about 16.5 percent of our nation's budget. [Applause] 





Mr President of the Sentate, Mr Speaker of the House, distinguished Senators 
and honorable members: The [word indistinct] on which this administration 
was voted into power was food and shelter. Accordingly, we embarked on a 
housing scheme throughout the federation. So far, 30,972 low-cost housing 
units have been completed. [Applause] 


The construction and development of the three industrial townships-~Ajaokuta, 
Alaja and Bonny--are being satisfactorily executed as part of the federal 
government housing program. A budgetary allocation of 139 million naira 

has been made available for the 1983 draft estimate, out of which a pro- 
vision of 45.13 million is being proposed to assist the federal mortgage 
bank of Nigeria. 
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The initial movement of some officials of the ministries of defense, 
internal affairs, national planning, justice and finance and the executive 
office of the president began in September this year. [Applause] The 
construction of the international conference center which will temporarily 
house the National Assembly is in hand. [Applause and shouts of approval] 
As you all know, this year we celebrated our 22d anniversary in Abuja. 

Thus the seriousness of this administration to effect the movement to the 
new federal capital can no longer be (?questioned). What once looked like 
a dream is fast becoming a reality. [Applause] It was my pleasure to play 
host to the leaders of all the registered political parties on the occasion 
of that independence anniversary. [Applause] History was certainly made 
and thanks be to God for giving us the opportunity of being part of it. 

I wish once again to emphasize that the development of Abuja cannot te left 
to the public sector alone. The private sector and individuals should 

take interest in acquiring plots and in developing them for residential 
purposes. To this end, the land allocation committee has been directed to 
consider these categories of private developers in its allocation exercise. 
[Applause] 


On education, this administration has continued to accord top priority to 
the education sector and remains irrevocably committed to its policy on 
qualitative education at all levels. [Applause] An allocation of 431 
million has been set aside for capital expenditures to fund, among other 
things, both scholarships and to supplement bursary awards given by 
friendly overseas countries as well as grants and suiventions to institu- 
tions of higher learning. For the first time ever, separate heads of 
expenditure have been created for the national universities commission 

in both the recurrent and capital estimates to facilitate disbursement 

of funds to federal universities. The allocation of 179.4 million shown 
in the capital estimate under the national universities commission head 
of the expenditure includes a provision for the establishment of federal 
universities in the two remaining states that have no university, Niger 
and Ogun states. [Applause] 


Now, on steel development. May 1 brief the honorable assembly on the 
developments in the implementation of some industrial projects which, when 
completed, will play a major role in the industrialization of this country. 
In the steel sector, we have made tremendous progress. You will recall 
that early this year I commissioned the Alaja project from which we have 
so far produced 60,000 tons of steel. Work is progressing satisfactorily 
on the Ajaokuta, Jos, Katsina and Osogbo projects. In fact, I shall 
shortly commission the Katsina rolling mill. Our efforts will continue 

to be geared towards optimum realization of the nation's steel development 
program. 


On liquified natural gas, LNG, we have made a careful study of Nigeria's 
financial and economic fortunes in the 1990's and we have come to the firm 
conclusion that the LNG project is strategically essential to the nation. 
[Applause] This administration will therefore give adequate attention to 
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this capital-intensive project which will be largely financed from external 
sources by way of loans and equity participation. I should therefore like 
to appeal to this August body to give the necessary cooperation to ensure 
the accelerated development of this project which will commence in 1983. 
[Applause] 


Another project which also is being accorded top priority rating is the 

phase two of the petrochemical project which concerns the actual produc- 

tion of five products such as polyethylene and ethylene. The phase one, 

which involved the building of refineries, is virtually completed. Con- 

struction work will commence shortly on phase two which is expected to be 
completed in 1984. As you are all aware, apart from opening new employ- 

ment opportunities and widening our industrial base, the execution of the 
project will complement earnings from crude petroleum. 


In the sector of telecommunications, progress has been very encouraging 
since January 1982 and better results are expected in 1983. For example, 
an additional earth station is to be commissioned this month and by 
December 1982, Nigerian External Telecommunications Ltd, NET, will be 
operating from every state capital in Nigeria including Abuja. [Applause] 
Two bills which are intended to bring greater efficiency into our posts 
and telecommunications by splitting the organization into two autonomous 
authorities--one to deal with postal services and the other with tele- 
communications services--will soon be placed before the National Assembly 
for your consideration. [Applause] Meanwhile, 25 telephone exchanges 
with a total capacity of 100,000 lines, have either been or about to be 
commissioned. Currently, 40 exchange buildings are under construction in 
various parts of the country. In addition, the Ministry of Communications 
has installed in Abuja a modest but efficient system with a capacity for 
2,400 lines and 400 trunks. Extension of these telephone facilities will 
continue, as far as our financial limitations permit. 


In the area of postal services, government has commissioned over 70 post 
offices in 1982 and expects to put at least 25 more into use before the 

end of this year. While mail delivery has improved considerably, measures 
are being taken to ensure that delivery of mail to all parts of the country 
is more speedily carried out. 


Of recent, there has been so much in the news media--both local and 
foreign—about the standard gauge railway project. The need to modernize 
our railway system in Nigeria has long been felt and appreciated, especially 
as the existing network is a colonial legacy and can no longer truly cope 
with modern demand. However, in view of our present economic situation, 

it has been decided to put this project in abeyance until such time as our 
financial situation improves. [Applause] 


The 1983 budget project provisions for the armed forces have taken cogni- 


zance of their twin role of defending the nation from external aggression 
and of ensuring its effectiveness in coming to the aid of the civil power 
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where necessary in the maintenance of internal security. To this end, 
adequate financial provision has been made to provide operational 
facilities, training programs and the general combat readiness of the armed 
forces. Next year, modern hardware and equipment will be acquired for 
all the three forces. New workshops will be built, capable of coping 
with the maintenance of their equipment. More barracks will be built in 
1983 and the existing ones improved in order to provide adequate comfort 
to the rank and file in our armed forces. [Applause] Deep penetration 
aircraft as well as medium and long-range carriers will be acquired to 
enhance the combat readiness of the Nigeria air force. Its officers and 
men will be given enough training locally and abroad to enable them to 
handle these aircraft effectively. 


In furtherence of this administration's committment to socia. tranquility, 
law and order and public safety throughout the country, determined efforts 
are being made to ensure that the Nigeria police receives the utmost atten- 
tion in the provision of available amenities for their comfort and increased 
efficiency. This administration has always recognized the central position 
of the police in the life of this nation. Accordingly, the priorities of 
the government towards police force are in the areas that will enhance its 
morale and operational efficiency. With the drastic change in the nature 
and the complexity of the internal security situation in the country, the 
burden of any police force in a large country such as ours is its ability 
for rapid mobilization and deployment. Towards this end, I have already 
ordered the immediate expansion of the mobile police force with the 
creation of 38 additional units and the setting up of a new training and 
retraining school. [Applause] The program for expansion and equipment 

of the force is already in progress. Essential to rapid mobilization in 
the country is the capacity of the forces to house as many of its members 
as possible in their own barracks. Accordingly, the housing program of 
the police force, has been reoriented to give the highest priority to 
barracks accommodation. In fiscal year 1982 -lone the sum of 59 million 
naira was committed for mobile police fore. racks. As an interim 
measure towards easing the acute housing situation in the force this 
administration has purchased 414 units of factory-produced houses for 

all ranks. These houses are now being erected in Lagos, Abeokuta, Kaduna 
and Kano. Meanwhile, I have, by a recent order, directed the police to 
re-enforce the pioneer scheme under which the work department of the force 
will build barracks in remote rural areas where, for reasons of economy 
and logistic, contracting out such projects is not feasible. In the 
running of a large, modern and striking police force such as the Nigeria 
police today, this administration has recognized the need for flexibility 
and rapid response to situations under operational circumstances and 
strains. I have already given approval for the formation of a paymasters 
division in the police force. 


I have no doubt that with these measures, the force will be put on a proper 
basis of appropriate response to the demands and challenges of our time. 
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in the tield of foreign affairs, Nigeria has continued to play her role 
respofisibly both in the relevant international organizations and on 
bilateral basis, particularly in respect of our sister states on the 
African continent. The international agreement on the law of the sea 
conference is about to be signed. An African charter on human and people's 
rights is being ratified. Nigeria worked very hard and contributed its 
quota to the successful conclusion of both these momentous international 
conventions. At the United Nations we are playing our full part in the 
continuing effort to consolidate world security. The situation in Chad 
[words indistinct]. Nigeria could rightly be gratified for its contribu- 
tion to the achievement of this goal. We pledge to continue to do all in 
our power to assist in consolidating peace in that country. We will con- 
tinue to make our own positive contribution to the solutior of the OAU 
crisis, especially now that most African countries have cone to accept 
Nigeria's proposal as t*e only realistic one to break the deadlock. 
[Applause] For the avoidance of doubt let me state emphacically that 

my confidence in the OAU is unshaken and I am convinced that this August 
body will remain the primary organization of unity with inter-African 
dialogue and action. 


In conclusion, I want to make a few political observations. We will recall 
my inaugural address on October 5 in 1979, as the first executive president 
of the Federal Republic of Nigeria. I gave a solemn undertaking to assure 
an era of peace, of unity and of stability. For 3 solid years we have been 
through varied experiences in the practice of the new presidential system 
of government. I think it now obvious to all, both at home and abroad, 
that we have succeeded--after 13 years of military rule--in restoring the 
political consciousness of our people as evidenced by the resurgence of 
their interests of running for elective offices. [Applause] I must how- 
ever warn that in order to generate respect and confidence in our new 
political system, we owe it a duty to the electorate to conduct political 
debate and contest with great maturity and (?vigor), always bearing in 
mind that the welfare of the people (?surpasses) politics. 


Today in our country we may feel that we are more united than ever before. 
[Applause] The stability of the new political system is assured and we 
can march together as one nation towards one destiny. [Applause] I would 
like to thank all of you for your contribution to the attainment of peace, 
unity and progress of this country. We have had occasions to agree and 

to disagree as each arm of government discharges its duties and responsi- 
bilities faithfully in accordance with our oath to uphold, protect and 
defend the constitution of this sovereign land, Nigeria, the fourth 
largest democracy on earth. Thank you very much. [Applause]

It was not until this year’s constitutional 
conference that it became generally ayceed 
that Nigeria’s chief political problem was 
not her relations with the outside world but 
the way in which her 35 million people 
were to be internally divided. Next month 
the Minorities Commission, whose recom- 
mendations, everyone hopes will end poli- 
tical surgery in Nigeria, will arrive in 


In Northern Nigeria the Government 
was opposed to any division, but offered 
instead “provincialisation”. The Northern 
Elements Progressive Union (NEPU) 
wanted the North and other Regions di- 
vided into more states. The Yoruba speak- 
ing peoples of the Ilorin area wanted their 
province joined to the Western Region. 
The United Middle Belt Congress 
(UMBC) wanted non-Muslim riverain pro- 
vinces made into a separate Region to be 
called the ‘Middle Belt’. 

In the West the Action Group (AG) 
supported, with reservatiom and conditions. 
the creation of a mid-West state, based on 
the Benin-Delta provinces. and a strong 
movement backed by the National Council 
of Nigeria and the Cameroons (NCNC) 
backing was advocating this. There was 
also a movement favouring Lagos State. 
which wouid include certain areas of the 
Western Region. The AG on the other 
hand wanted Lagos returned to the West- 
ern Region. 

In the East the NCNC supported the 
creation of the Rivers state and a Calabar 
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state. but the opposition supported the 
stronger Calabar-Ogoja Rivers movement. 

The demand for “separate states” has an 
intellectual and emotional basis. Intellec- 
tually it is argued that the Federal Govern- 
ment can only be strengthened and the 
unity of the country preserved if the 
present regions, which are too big. are 
divided. Fear of domination and exploita- 
tion by the big tribal groups produces the 
popular and natural support for the intel- 
lectual case. 

There are strong arguments, general and 
specific, against the creation of new Re- 
gions. Definition of new boundaries would 
leave a heritage of discontent. When 
formed the new Regions would be little 
more homogenous than the Regions from 
which they have been created. and there 
could be agitation for further sub-division. 
And the new Regions might be the poorest 
areas of the existing ones from which they 
draw more than they contribute. And even 
if the staff can be found there could be no 
prospect of them finding money to estab- 
lish governments of the kind existing at 
Enugu. Ibadan and Kaduna. 

The fear of minorities in Nigeria's Re- 
gions are natural and become more articu- 
late as self-government approaches. But. 
unless Nigeria ‘5 to be subjected to a series 
of long drawn-out and very expensive 
administrative upheavals it is impossible to 
satisfy all minorities by creation of new 
Regions.

PLATEAU State Government 
has reached an agreement with 
the Hungarian Government to 
equip and modernise all the 
hospitals and clinics in the state.

‘He said that a number of pro 
jects including the expansion of 
the out-patient department, the 
renovation of the theatre, the ex- 
pansion of the pharmaceutical 
store, and construction of 
pathological ward were being 
undertaken. by the government. 

Governor Lar said that the 
government had planned to con- 
struct and equip a new x-ray unit 
for the hospital and an ultra- 
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modern six-bed intensive care 
unit with computerised system. 

He noted that since the 
establishment of the hospital in 
1939, it had served only the 
pmvuleged, few, adding that the 
government nad now opened the 
hospital to everyone. 

The governor said that it was 
impossible for any government to

[Text] A bill which will make all states to adopt the new National Policy 
on Education is in the offing. 


Speaking in his office yesterday, the Minister of Education, Dr Sylvester 
Ugoh said that the bill is now with the Attorney-General of the Federation 
for proper drafting. 


He pointed out that as soon as the bill was passed into law by the National 
Assembly, no state would be able to opt out of the scheme. 


Dr Ugoh said that the constitution charged the Federal Government with the 
responsibility of prescribiug minimum standards of education at all levels. 


He disclosed that his ministry had taken up with foreign governments the 
possibility of organising crash technical teacher training programme for 
teachers under the scheme, 


The ministry, he added, had for the past three years taken steps to 
organise a technical teccher training programme whereby about 300 teachers 
selected from different states were sent abroad for training as technical 
teacher trainers. 


"While some states have argued that they are not yet prepared for the take- 
off of the junior secondary school scheme, it has become obvious from the 
information at my disposal that some of them have been going ahead to 
negotiate for the purchase of the workshop equipment needs for the scheme and 
consequently are not prepared to utilise the facilities which the Federal 
Government is cffering them," he declared, 
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On financing of the new policy, the minister said the Federal Government 
was not willing to add this responsibility to its present commitment, 


He blamed the states for establishing universities and other tertiary 
institutions at the expense of the primary and secondary institutions.

Ina statement, 
the corporation said that the figures represented an average production 
rate of 1.01 million barrels per day and 0.9 million barrels export rate. 
Whem compared with the performance during the preceeding month, a decrease 
of about 19.8 percent in production and 7.2 percent in export was observed, 
the NNPC said. It explained that the continued decline in production and 
export was a reflection of the worsening situation of the world oil market.

VIGILANTES KILL 39--Lagos, Nov 2 (NAN)--Thirty nine religious fanatics 
were killed by vigilante groups in Kaduna, at the week-end, the federal 
government said in a statement released in Lagos yesterday.

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KADUNA AIRPORT TEMPORARILY CLOSED--Kaduna Airport was temporarily shut down 
yesterday to allow for repairs on the runway, The Airport Manager, Mr Sule 
Oshiokhamele, had said in an interview that there had been other repairs in 
the past, but those were done in the night so as not to disrupt flights in 
daytime. I observed that more potholes now dotted the runway. Even where 
there had been previous repairs, the asphalt was coming apart again. An 
official of Trapp Company Limited, contractors handling the repairs, said 
that the runway needed a complete facelift. Mr Oshiokhamele still maintained 
that the runway would not be resurfaced completely since Nigerian Airport 
Authority (NAA) would soon put to use the new Kaduna International Airport 
situated 14 kilometres away from the old airport. He said that although the 
contract for the new airport had been revoked, the NAA would take certain 
interim r u.sures to make the airport operational by June 1983. He would not 
say what these "interim measures" wert.

The minister of finance, Mr Horwood, said in the 
news program that it was absolutely essential that there were no across-the- 
board salary and wage increases in the next year. As far as the public service 
was concerned, however, he believed that salary discipline should not interfere 
iwth the process of professional differentiation in the pay structure. 


Mr Horwood conceded that as far as monetary and fiscal policies were concerned, 
virtually everything possible had been done to combat inflation. While the 
benefits of these new policies still largely had to work their way thorugh to 
the inflation rate, there remained the question of competitiveness in the 
eco.iomy. 


The minister announced that an investigation had been started into the issue 
of administered prices, such as for electricity, steel and transport, and dis- 
cussions were being held with the public corporations concerned. 


Mr Horwood and Dr De Kok agreed that prospects had improved on the inflation 
front. While no dramatic switch could be expected, there had already been a 
welcome lower trend in the consumer price index in the past few months, while 
the recent end to the slide in the value of the rand was good news in the fight 
against inflation. 


Mr Horwood also gave the assurance that strict discipline is ro be maintained 
on government spending. He expressed concern about the high level of state 
subsidy for food. In this respect he believed that the 198 million rand bread 
subsidy was about as far as the government could go.

Dr Treurnicht, however, declined the invitation to address the Bondsraad meet- 
ing. Last night the Conservative Party leader also declined to comment on why 
he had not attended. 


Meanwhile the chairman of the Broederbond, Professor Carel Boshoff, has denied 
that Mr Botha won a victory at the Bondsraad meeting. 


He told the Sunday newspaper RAPPORT: “There was no question at the recent 
meeting of a victory or an advantage for any particular person or party." 


"I deplore the fact that a breaking of confidence within the organisation has 
led to the misuse and incorrect interpretation of the happenings in the 
Afrikaner Broederbond," Professor Boshoff said.

PFP WILL PARTICIPATE IN REFORM PROCESS

[Text] The leader of the opposition, Dr F. Van Zyl Slabbert, has gone on the 
offensive to counter accusations that, by opposing the government's constitu- 
tional plans, the progressive Federal Party has opted out of the debate. 


He said the PFP would engage in the constitution making process through all 
its stages and would use every opportunity to negotiate a better deal. 


Speaking at the party's Transvaal Congress in Benoni yesterday, Dr Slabbert 
said there were three phases in constitutional reform: 


~-The initial response. 

--The negotiating phase. 

--The final response. 

The initial response was when the government revealed its constitutional plan. 


After careful study, the PFP had reluctantly decided the proposals could not 
be supported because blacks were excluded, the proposed executive president 
would not have popular support, white domination was entrenched in the crucial 
areas of decision-making and because no indication was given of the social and 
economic changes that would correspond with the envisaged constitutional 
developments. 


In the second phase of the process it would be the opposition's responsibility 
to engage the government and other parties in a process of trying to improve 
and change the constitutional guidelines. 


The most important forum for this would be parliament and particularly the 
parliamentary select committee on the constitution. 


"The PFP will participate in that select committee, making recommendations and 
amendments to improve these constitutional guidelines and to bring them closer 
to the socio-economic realities of South Africa," he said. 














He cautioned against lightly dismissing the significance of such participation. 


In the same committee during the last session of parliament when the black local 
authorities bill had been discussed it was quite evident that the PFP had made 

a significant contribution in improving the legislation beyond its initial 
intention. 


"On such a committee one is away from the immediate confrontationist politics 
in the House of Assembly itself and it is possible to get involved in a process 
of give and take horse trading which often leads to a much better bill coming 
before parliament. 


"It is the full intention of the PFP to become involved also in the constitution- 
al debate in this very manner" he said. 


Dr Slabbert said the final stage of the process came when legislation to change 
the constitution was put to parliament. 


"It is then that the question arises whether an official opposition has any 
* gnificant contribution or role to play in the new constitutional structure. 


"The PFP has never made any bones about the fact that it regards the present 
parliamentary structure as inadequate and inappropriate to cope with the 
politica] demands of present day South Africa. 


"Nevertheless, we have said we will participate in the parliament, using it as 
a vehicle to initiate reforn. 


"In exactly the same way, we will have to judge whether this is possible under 
the new constitutional dispensation," he said. 


Dr Slabbert said it was pointless for the PFP's opponents to demand now that 
they answer the problem of phase three while they were still involved in 
phase one. 


He also rejected with contempt the insinuation that because in the first phase 
the party had adopted a certain position it had therefore prescribed to other 
parties or communities what they should do. 


"They have exactly the same responsibility, right through the different phases, 
to decide how they are going to come to grips with the process of constitution- 
al change," he said. 


He told the congress he rejected out of hand the suggestion that adopting this 
position in phase one meant the party was being negative and destructive.

PFP PERFORMS ‘SERVICE TO THE COUNTRY'

[Editcrial: "Boycotters? Balderdash"] 


[Text] For those who prefer their politics in slogan form, the parrot cry 
about the PFP [Progressive Federal Party] being a party of boycotters may have 
some appeal, but the criticism does not survive rational consideration. Far 
from being negative, the attitude of the PFP to the government's constitutional 
plan is positive and constructive and could help to pave the way to real reform 
as opposed to sham change. That is the message the party should take to the 
country. 


The PFP is not, as we see it, boycotting anything. 


By rejecting government constitutional proposals as they stand it is in fact 
doing a service to the country. 


There is one--and only one--essential element to reform: It must meet the 
minimum requirements of those: groups which are aggrieved by the status quo. It 
cannot be seen by those groups as cosmetic or, worse, meaningless because then 
"reform" will simply disturb the privileged sector while enraging the people 

it is supposed to placate. In a country like ours, that is a formula for rev- 
olution. 


Looked at from that perspective, present constitutional plan could be dangerous. 
Far from really sharing power it actually entrenches white domination. It has 
already been rejected by influentiai coloured and Indian leaders. It excludes 
blacks completely, thus alienating more than three-quarters of the entire popu- 
lation at a single shot. As PFP MP Alex Boraine put it this weekend: "In 1908 
and 1909, after a bloody civil war, a new constitution was hammered out which 
resulted in the union of South Africa. Blacks were totally excluded and, as a 
direct consequence, the African National Congress was formed in 1913. In 1982 
the government is repeating the same mistakes but the mood of those excluded is 
very different...and therefore this exclusion is much more serious and much 
more dangerous. 


What should a political opposition party do in circumstances like that? Crawl 
cosily into the white laager on the grounds that this is the best that the 
government dare offer? Of course not. It should recognise that the government 
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has acknowledged the need to change--and find ways to encourage it to make 
change meaninful. It will never do that by adopting cuddle tactics. 


The leader of the party, Dr Van Zyl Slabbert, helped to clar‘*fy this role in 
his speech to the Transvaal Congress at the weekend. He identified three phases 
in constitutional reform: the initial response to new proposals; the process 
of negotiating their improvements; and the final response to the end product. 


If the initial response is favourable, then that leaves room only for tinkering 
before the final package is accepted. But the government plan needs more than 
tinkering. It needs radical improvement. It is fatuous therefore to argue 

that because the government has made a significant admission--that reform is 
necessary--it willy-nilly deserves support; that a small step for mankind should 
be seen rather as a giant leap for nationalists. 


Far more essential is to encourage the fierce public debate that may help to 
remould this new constitutional plan before it is implemented. What would 


history sev *f an opposition that failed to meet that challenge because it was 
more comfor:able to conform?
